Ted Turner 


R. E. “Ted*’ Turner has become one of sports’ best-known figures in the last four 
years, not only as an executive but also as a performer, 

He has been dynamic and fast-moving as owner of the Atlanta Braves National 
League baseball team, and his association with the Hawks has helped make the 
National Basketball Association team a vibrant part of the Atlanta sports community. 

His presence in the Hawks’ front office has been felt, Attendance for NBA games 
at The Omni has improved tremendously under his guidance, and the team has 
drafted and signed top college players and free agents during his tenure. 

A man who isn’t afraid to take a chance, Turner has made vast strides in the 
television industry, too. His “Super Station”, WTBS-TV, which has a sports-movies 
format, is beamed into 46 states and reaches five million homes via satellite. 

As an athlete, Turner reached the pinnacle as a yachting competitor in 1977 when 
he skippered “Courageous” to victory in the prestigious America's Cup races. He 
was named Yachtsman of the Year for the third time by the New York Yacht Club 
on the strength of those wins. 

Turner’s success in the America’s Cup came as no surprise. He has been a 
dominant force in international yachting for many years, having previously competed 
in the America’s Cup series. He was the first winner of the Southern Ocean Racing 
Conference in 1966. He was the Y Flyer National Champion in 1963, the North 
American Champion of the Flying Dutchman Class in 1965 and three times winner of 
the U.S. 5.5 Meter Championship. He has won the prestigious Scandinavian Gold 
Cup twice and was named the World Ocean Racing Champion in 1972. 


Turner, 40, was born in Cincinnati, Ohio, on November 19, 1938, He attended 
Brown University where he was vice-president of the Debating Union and 
Commodore of the Yacht Club, 

He began his business career as an account executive for Turner Advertising 
Company in Savannah, Ga. He became general manager of Turner Advertising in 
Macon, Ga., in 1960 at the age of 22 and in 1963, became president and chief 
executive officer of the various Turner companies with offices in Atlanta. 

In 1970 Turner Communications Corporation merged with Rice Broadcasting 
with Turner becoming general manager of the flagship station, WTCG in Atlanta. 

The Federal Communications Commission approved use of a satellite system in 
1976 which allowed Turner Communications to beam the ‘Super 17” signal across 
the United States. 

Tumer serves on the Board of Directors of Southern Outdoor Markets, Inc., the 
Board of Directors of the Association of Independent Television stations and as a 
member of the Atlanta Advertising Club. He is a member of the Atlanta Yacht Club, 
the Capital City Club and is an overseas commodore of the Royal Ocean Racing Club. 

Turner and his wife, the former Jane Shirley Smith of Birmingham, Ala., have five 
children; Laura Lee, R. E. Turner IV, Rhett, Beau, and Jean.

Michael Gearon 


President and Governor 


In September of 1977, Michael Gearon stepped into the front office of the Hawks 
as President and General Manager as a favor to Ted Turner. 

Gearon had planned to stay two weeks. Now two years later, he has turned over 
the General Manager title to Lewis Schaffel, but remains with the club as President 
and Governor as well as sitting on the Board of Directors. 

During his tenure as General Manager, Gearon brought Tom McMillen and Terry 
Furlow to the Hawks through trades and pulled off the biggest heist on the free agent 
market in recent years last summer when he signed Danny Roundfield, who turned 
out to be the team’s MVP for the 78-79 season, 

In addition, Gearon orchestrated the restructuring of the front office into what he 
felt is one of the best in the NBA. 

In business, Gearon built one of the top real estate development companies in the 
country, Gearon and Company, and brought about the concept of office parks. 

Executive Park, Perimeter Center, and Coastal States are three of his top projects 
in Atlanta, and the first two are considered two of the finest office parks in Atlanta. 

In the early 70's Gearon sold his interest in the company to his partners in order 
to spend more time with his family, traveling, and partaking in his biggest interest in 
Atlanta — the Hawks, 

The 45-year-old Gearon lives in Atlanta with his wife, Pat, and their children, 
Tierney, 17; Michael, Jr., 14, and Timothy, 11.

One of the youngest administrators in professional sport, Stan Kasten enters his 
third season with the Hawks as Vice-President and Assistant General Manager. 

The 27-year-old Kasten handles many of the legal affairs for the club. He is 
also responsible for putting together the schedule for the exhibition season as well as 
pushing and pulling with the league office to get the Hawks the best possible regular 
season schedule. 

He serves the club as alternate governor and with the NBA expanding for the 
80-81 season, Kasten was selected for the expansion committee to decide all the 
details involved with the leaque’s growth. 

Kasten joined forces with Turner in October of 1976 and after spending a year 
with the Braves and Turner Communications, was assigned to the Hawks front office. 

A 1976 graduate of Columbia Law School in New York City, Kasten received his 
Undergraduate degree in psychology from NYU in 1973. Between studies, Kasten 
played semi-pro baseball for three years in the Jersey Shore League.

When Michael Gearon decided he needed a basketball man in the general 
manager's chair, he looked for the best basketball mind around. He found that in 
Lewis Schaffel. 

Schaffel is not new to old Hawks fans. The 36-year-old executive was the General 
Manager of the New Orleans Jazz two years ago and was instrumental in luring 
Leonard ‘Truck’’ Robinson to sign with the jazz after the 6-foot-8 forward played 
out his option with the Hawks. 

Being a basketball executive was not Schaffel’s intention when he graduated from 
Howard Law School in Washington. But his old friend Nate Archibald, with whom 
he has grown up playing stickball and basketball in Brooklyn, asked Schaffel to 
represent him and he accepted. 

He formed All Pro Reps., Inc., and as an agent, handled 35 professional basket- 
ball players, including Austin Carr and Phil Chenier, as well as Archibald. Schaffel's 
company involvement lasted seven years. His negotiating techniques impressed 
general managers around the league and when the New Orleans job opened, Schaffel 
decided it was time to try his hand at operating a franchise. 

After one season with the Jazz, he was offered opportunities to join other 
franchises, but decided to wait until his wife, Barbara, finished working on her Ph.D, 
at Tulane. 

This summer, he was again in contact with a number of NBA teams. But after 
talking with Ted Turner, Schaffel decided Atlanta was the place to be and accepted 
his new position as Executive Vice-President and General Manager of the Hawks. He 
will be a member of the club’s Board of Directors as well as an alternate governor.

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Hubie Brown 
Head Coach 


What can Hubie Brown do for an encore? 

In three coaching seasons under Brown, the Hawks have increased their win total 
from 31 to 41 to 46. The last two have resulted in post-season play, something the 
Hawks and their fans were unaccustomed to for five years. 

The 46-year-old mentor has been honored with coaching awards in each of the 
last two seasons, being named the NBA Coach of the Year by the media following the 
incredible 77-78 season. He then received the CBS/Chevrolet award last year after 
the Hawks stretched the defending champion Washington Bullets to seven games 
before falling in the second round. 

But Brown feels the work has just begun and his team, the NBA’s youngest, 
possesses the foundation to reach greater heights in the years to come, 

The Hawks turnaround does not surprise their head coach as Brown has enjoyed 
success at all levels during his coaching career following his days as a basketball and 
baseball player at Niagara University. 

Brown began his coaching career at St, Mary’s High School in Little Falls, New 
York, in 1956. After a two-year Army stint and a master’s degree in education from 
Niagara, he resumed his high school coaching career, which included football, basket- 
ball, and basketball, in Cranford and Fair Lawn, New Jersey. 

(n 1967 Brown became an assistant coach at William and Mary in Virginia and was 
named the top assistant at Duke University a year later. 

During his early days in coaching, Brown cultivated a reputation as the best 
basketball clinician in the country. He would work over 50 camps in a summer along 
the East Coast and quickly became known as a basketball genius as well as a superb 
entertainer, 

In 1972, Milwaukee Bucks’ coach Larry Costello, Brown's former teammate at 
Niagara, named Brown his assistant. For two seasons, the Bucks captured the 


Midwest Division title and took the Boston Celtics to the seventh game of the 1974 
NBA Championship Series. 

Brown became the head coach of the Kentucky Colonels, of the now-defunct 
American Basketball Association, in 1975. It was a team of talent but the Colonels 
had never won a championship and was labeled a “perennial bridesmaid."’ The new 
coach demanded teamwork from a squad which had shown little of it, and the club 
responded by winning its only ABA Championship. 

When the two leagues merged in 1976, the Kentucky franchise folded and Brown 
became the Hawks’ head coach. The rest is history. In three years, he has turned the 
club around from a yearly also-ran to a solid playoff contender. 

As a hobby, Brown continues to work a minimum of 20 clinics each summer 
throughout the United States and Canada for High School and College Coaches. 

Brown resides in Dunwoody with his wife, Claire, and four children; Molly, 18; 
Ginny, 17; Julie, 14; and Brendan, 9.

Michael Fratello enters his second season as an assistant to Hubie Brown on the 
club‘s coaching staff. 

The 32-year-old Fratello joined the Hawks in the summer of '78 after spending 
nine seasons coaching at the high school and college level. 

A 1969 graduate of Montclair State College, Fratello began his coaching career 
at Hackensack High School in New Jersey, coaching football and basketball. 

A year later, he became the Graduate Assistant at the University of Rhode Island 
and continued as freshman basketball coach the following season when the school 
won their first Yankee Conference Championship in 11 years. 

Fratello became the assistant coach at Madison College in Harrisonburg, Virginia 
in 1972. In three years at Madison, the school won the State College Championship 
and participated in the NCAA Division || Tournament. For the three season's, the 
school's record was 55-22. 

During the three years prior to joining the Hawks, Fratello was the assistant 
coach at Villanova under Rollie Massimino where the Wildcats placed third in the 
1977 NIT and lost the 1978 NCAA Eastern Regional championship game to Duke, 
the eventual tournament runner-up. While the Hawk assistant was at Villanova, the 
club compiled a 62-30 record. 

Fratello lives in Dunwoody with his wife, Susan, and two children, Kristi Lynn, 
6, and Marc, 3. 


Brendan Suhr 


Assistant Coach 


Entering his first season with the Hawks as assistant coach is Brendan Suhr, who 
was named to the post this past June, replacing Frank Layden. 

The 28-year-old Suhr has spent the last six years as an assistant at the college 
level, the first at the University of Detroit and the last five at Fairfield University. 

In his sis seasons, his clubs have compiled a record of 106-57 and Fairfield 
advanced to three post-season tournaments, including the 1978 NIT when the Stags 
finished 22-3, 

A 1973 graduate of Montclair State, Suhr led his school to the NCAA College 
Division tournament twice. As a senior, he captained the squad and was named the 
team's MVP as he finished second in the nation in free throw percentage and led the 
club in assists. 

Suhr’s association with Hubie Brown is not a new experience as he played for the 
Hawk coach at Fair Lawn (NJ) High School and went on to win all-leaque honors as a 
senior. 

This past May, he received a master's degree in Educational Administration from 
Fairfield University. 
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Rich Buckelew 
Head Scout 


Richie Buckelew serves the Hawks in coordinating the club's scouting efforts 
between professional opponents as well as the up-and-coming players in the college 
ranks. 

His association with Hubie Brown dates back to pre-high school days when he 
and Brown used to play on the playgrounds of New Jersey. His family moved ta 
California where he became an all-state high school performer. 

Buckelew. then enrolled at Seton Hall and played baskerball for two-and-a-half 
years before returning to California and Pepperdine University. He served as captain 
of the team as a senior and earned first team honors at the guard position in the 
West Coast Athletic Conference, 

After graduating in 1960, Buckelew spent two years playing for Hazelton in the 
Eastern League before going into the coaching ranks as an assistant at Upsala College. 
He later became the head coach and in his second season, led Upsala to their first 
winning season in ten years and the school has yet to suffer a losing year since. 

He left coaching after the 72-73 season and split his time between teaching and 
scouting, which included work for Brown and the Kentucky Colonels of the old 
ABA, 

The 43-year-old Buckelew and his wife, Polly, moved to Auanta this summer 
with their three sons: Michael, 19, who will play basketbal| at Oglethorpe this year, 
Brian, 18, and Ty, 9. 


Joe O’Toole 


Trainer/Traveling Secretary 


Most basketbal! fans think a man would have to be crazy to sit on the Hawks’ 
bench for eleven consecutive years and never get to play. But the man who sits there 
and enjoys it—it's his job. 

As trainer and traveling secretary for the Atlanta franchise, Joe O'Toole can be 
considered the Hawks’ all-purpose man. Besides treating the club's injured players, 
the man in the familiar red slacks and white shirt handles the often-forgotten 
necessities like hotel and flight reservations and bus charters. 

One of the most respected men in the athletic training business, Joe served four 
years as chairman of the National Basketball Trainers Association before stepping 
down last season. 

Born in Syracuse, New York, Joe earned his bachelors degree from Cortland 
(N.Y,) State, and a physical therapy certificate from the Mayo Clinic. The Hawks 
trainer then received his masters degree from Indiana University and accepted an 
assistant trainer position at the University of Wisconsin.
